The local Board of Health lias re- 
ceived a communication from the State 
Health Department, which points out 
the need of an energetic clean up in 
all localities, in order to assist in the 
controlling of any possible epidemic 
of infantile paralysis that may occur 
this summer. There were 2000 cases 
in Pennsylvania between July 1, 1916, 
and the end of the year, with 500 
deaths. The fatalities might have been 
much greater had not the citizens 
adopted the measures suggested by the 
State authorities and it is urged that 
no effort be spared to repeat, or rather 
redouble, those measures this season.
